struggle with difficulties aud disadvan- 
tages, should lead by familiarity and 
easy association to a sort of hazy con- 
ception that these difficulties and dis- 
advantages were not merely incidents 
but positive aids to such success. 


I desire hero to explicitly and em- 


phatically express my respect and ad- 
miration for those who have won hon- 
orablo -.nocess in spite of discouraging 
surroundings and who have nmdo them- 
selves great and useful in their day and 
generation through the sheer force- of 
indomitable will and courage Nothing 
can be more noble and heroic than their 
struggle*, and nothing can be more in 
spiring and valuable than their exam 
pie and achievements, and whatever 
may be their measure of success their 
willingness to undergo hardships to 
win it demonstrates that they nave in 
their nature tho fiber and lasting quali- 
ties that make strong men. 


But while we thus pay- a deserved 


tribute to true manliness we by no 
means admit the fanciful notion that 
the difficulties tbat stood in the way of 
these self made men were essential to 
their success. They wera obstacles 
which they overcame, and thus wun 
distn otion wid honor. Thousands of 
others have been discouraged by these 
same obstacles and found an appropri 
ate place among dullards and drone*.

The inhabitants received the ex- 
hausted, ill tempered looking, dark, 
gruff voiced stianger with the ut- 
most cordiality, shared their mea- 
ger supper with him, and then gave 
him a comfortable seat near the fire. 
The meal was hardly cleared away 
before the bead of the family open- 
ed an old piano, while tbe sons each 
brought forth some instrument, the

mend the Unen. There was a gen- 
eral tuning up, and then tbe music 
began. As it proceeded the players, 
the women, all alike, were more and 
more deeply moved.
